Bay Squall Dumps Boat, 
Pair Struggle To Shore 


A sudden squall off Bodega Bay 
yesterday overturned a 14-foot 
runabout boat about a quarter 
mile off shore, and its two occu­ 
pants are alive .today only because 
they are expert swimmers. 
San Rafael businessmen Jack 
Stewart and John Hassfeld tried to 
make it to shore on their boat, 
“Bürgermeister,” from four miles 
out, but were hit by huge waves a 
quarter mile from shore. 
Lashing waves struck about 10:30 
a.m., knocked out the diesel motor, 
and turned the boat broadside 
against the oncoming waves. The 
next one overturned the boat, and 
the two were thrown into the cold 
waters. It was a battle against the 
riptides, Hassfeld declared today. 
BOAT COVERS HIM 
At one point, dashing weaves 
swept the boat over Hassfeld’s 
head. “It seemed as if I were un­ 
der about eight days,” Hassfeld 
said, “but actually it probably 
wasn’t more than about 30 sec­ 
onds.” 
Before the full force of the squall 
hit, they had been able to take off 
their jackets and shoes. They 
struggled against the riptides for 
a half hour before making shore 
and collapsing on the beach from 
exhaustion 
and 
swallowed sea 
water. 
After getting back their wind, 
the two, with the help of some 
Sleepy Hollow residents who were 
on the beach, waded in to rescue 
their boat, which had been swept 
close to the beach. The craft suf­ 
fered no damage, but a brand new 
radio 
and 
fishing 
equipment 
valued at about $125 were lost. 


Motor was damaged, but Stewart, 
who owns the boat, stated that it 
can be repaired. 
BACK AT WORK 
Stewart was back at work at 
his cake shop at 1134 Fourth street 
this morning, and his companion 
Hassfeld was working at his poul-' 
try and sea food market at 930 B 
street. 
“Salmon had just begun to strike 
at the time,” the two explained. 
“Just then another boat came roll­ 
ing by, with Its occupants shout­ 
ing for us to come on in. It was a 
calm and peaceful day. but when 
we looked at the horizon and saw 
huge waves breaking, we decided 
to pull anchor. But it was a bit 
late.” 
“The salmon ate all our bait and 
probably were laughing at us while 
we struggled in the water,” said 
Hassfeld, who was able to joke 
about it this morning. 
They caught no salmon.

This pump, a common commer­ 
cial type, has been used success­ 
fully on dogs and is being adapted 
to humans. It was reported by 
Doctors Morley Cohen and C. Wal­ 
ton Lillehei of the University of 
Minnesota medical school, Minne­ 
apolis.

These 
machines are costly and compli­ 
cated. 
The new idea is based on dis­ 
covery that dogs can be kept 
alive, without harm, for up to 30 
minutes with a pump circulating 
only 10 per cent of their blood. 
This presumably is also true for 
humans. The artificial heart would 
have to pump only half a pint to 
a pint of blood a minute, instead 
of 4 to 12 pints as the living heart 
does or present mechanical hearts 
do. 
In dog experiments, the main 
veins bringing blood to the heart 
are clamped off. Dr. Cohen ex­ 
plained. A special plastic tube 
thrust through these veins draws 
off about 10 per cent of the blood 
collecting there. 
The little pump pulses this blood 
into one portion of one lung and 
collects the refreshed blood from 
a vein in the lung. Then the pump 
sends the fresh blood into the ar­ 
tery system of the body. 
The entire living heart is by­ 
passed, put on holiday. 
This artificial heart succeeded 


In 90 per cent of «3 dogs. Their 
hearts could be opened up, with­ 
out hurry, so surgeons could see 
defects and repair them.

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Excessive Smoking Seen 


As Lung Cancer Cause 


“There is_ no longer any doubt 
that there is a direct connection 
between excessive smoking and 
lung cancer,” Dr. Lester Breslow, 
chief of the chronic disease ser­ 
vice, 
California 
Department of 
Public Health, told the American 
Cancer Society’s seventh annual 
conference in San Francisco over 
the weekend. 
Dr. Breslow, calling lung can­ 
cer the “most spectacularly in­ 
creasing disease in the nation,” 
declared that this year for the 
first time in California deaths 
from lung cancer have become 
more numerous than those from 
lung tuberculosis. 
Year by year, he went on, vic­ 
tims of the disease increase at an 
alarming rate. Between 1930 and 
1940 the rate doubled. Between 
1940 and 1950 it doubled again 
“That 
means,” 
he pointed out, 
“that between 1930 and 1950 we 
have had a 400 per cent increase 
in lung cancer.”

8EEKING CAUSE 
“We have looked, therefore, as 
far back as the turn of the century 
to try to seek any cause,” he said. 
There were numerous things con­ 
sidered, automobile and gas fumes, 
cigarettes, dust and smog, even 
radio and telelvision. Sought was 
a cause or combination of causes. 


Four years ego investigations 
were started in nine hospitals. Case 
histories and lives of 518 persons 
suffering from lung cancer and 
518 of the same sexes and ages in 
the hospitals for non-cancer rea­ 
sons 
were 
minutely 
examined, 
particularly their smoking habits. 
It was found that a far greater 
frequency 
of 
smoking 
existed 
among the cancer patients than 
among the control group. There 
were four times the number of 
“excessive smokers,” those who 
smoke two packs or more per day, 
among the cancer patients than 
the controls. Some lung cancer 


victims denied smoking at all, 
however. 
TWO CONCLUSIONS 
“This led us to two conclusions,” 
Dr. Breslow said. “First, that ci­ 
garettes are not the only factor 
in lung cancer. Second, we were 
forced to the conclusion that ci­ 
garette smoking, especially ex­ 
cessive cigarette smoking, Is a fac­ 
tor, and an important factor in 
lung cancer.” 
Dr. Breslow, who said the find­ 
ings of their investigations art 
closely paralleled by other studies, 
reported that lung cancer causes 
death “relatively early, between 
50 arid 60.” He said the study of 
lung cancer victims revealed they 
start smoking at a younger age, 
inhale more, smoke more before 
breakfast and have almost twice 
as much “cigarette cough” as the 
control group. 


‘TOO LATE NOW* 
“But if you stop smoking tomor­ 
row, you can’t stop the effects 
now,” he warned. “You can’t do 
anything about exposure you’ve 
already had.’ 
The conference, which attracted 
delegates from all over California, 
was attended by Mrs. John T. 
Ross of Larkspur, Marin county 
commander, and Mrs. Donald C. 
Fowler of Mill Valley, official Ma­ 
rin delegate.

Effective today, passenger car 
owners in Marin will get an esti­ 
mated 12 to 15 per cent reduction 
In liability insurance rates, Pres­ 
ident Ray Schultz of the Marin 
County Association of Insurance 
Agents announced. 
Lower rates are provided in a 
new classification plan drawn up 
by the National Bureau of Casu­ 
alty Underwriters for the state of 
California. The plan divides pas­ 
senger cars into seven “hazard” 
classifications instead of the for­ 
mer three. Since most Marin driv­ 
ers belong to the less hazardous 
categories, and since the county 
is in an area with the lowest rates, 
Schultz estimated savings to Marin 
drivers of 12 to 15 per cent. 


8 PER CENT C UT 
Reduction in statewide average 
rates is about 8 per cent. Rates 
for voluntary medical payments 
coverage In liability policies are 
Increased SI on standard amounts 
ef $1,000 or less and $2 on higher 
amounts. 
A non-business car w i t h no op­ 
erator under 25 years of age, which 
is not customarily driven to work, 
is the least hazardous risk. Such 
cars receive the lowest rate. 
At the other extreme, cars prin­ 
cipally operated by unmarried per­ 
sons under 25 are considered the 
most hazardous and will pay the 
biggest jump in rates.

It's Worth Effort To Prevent 
Fire From Striking Your Home 


Fire Prevention Week began yesterday in 
Marin an d th ro u g h o u t the n ation. 


Governor (now Chief Justice) Warren, in 
proclaiming the week, urged “that all Cali­ 
fornians concern, themselves with the elim­ 
ination of fire causes and give their support 
to effective programs for the prevention and 
control of fire.” 


He pointed out that in 1953 there will be 
a one billion dollar loss to lire, unless there 
is a marked decline in blares in the final 
months of the vear. Ih iity Americans lose 
their lives even day as a result of fires. 


Yet as the lacts aie examined, it becomes 
more and more evident that safetv from fire 
is a matter of common sense more than any­ 
thing else. 


Of course, there aie instances when lack 
of knowledge of what can cause a blaze re- 
lults in a file. More often it is nothing but 
carelessness and the lailure to exercise reas­ 
onable judgment. 


People aie told innumerable times never 
to smoke in bed. But they do it. And many 
of them pay with their lives. 


People are told never to abandon a camp 


fire w ith o u t first dousing it thoroughly 


w ith w ater. B ut they walk away leaving 


glow ing em bers th at cause m any a forest 


fire, plus losses in tim ber, w ealth and lives. 
People are told never to leave valuable 
documents in the home, but rather to put 
them in safe deposit. But thousands of in­ 
stances of certificates, deeds, bonds, and even 
life’s savings being destroyed by fire in the 
home add to the sad record every year. 
People are told never to leave matches 
where voung children can reach them. But 
thousands of children suffer annually be­ 
cause this isn’t done. 
People are told never to leave young chil­ 
dren alone in the house, especially if they’re 
locked in. Yet, here again, tragedy after 
tragedv of this kind shows that the warnings 
aie not heeded. 
Surely it is worth a little effort to prevent 
fire from striking YOUR home. Surely it is 
worth the simple precautions that will pre­ 
vent a blaze from starting. 
If YOU will do vour part in fire preven­ 
tion in the coming year the sad statistics of 
loss can be reduced and-m ore important— 
you will be no part of them.

Warren becomes Chief Justice, 
has yet to define his views on 
most state issues. 
But he has made it clear in 
the past that he doesn’t agree 
wholeheartedly with some of tha 
programs advocated by Warren 
during 11 years in office. 


THERE WAS A TIME when 
the 
lieutenant 
governor 
em­ 
braced W arren’s policies almost 
completely. L i t t l e by little, 
though, he began to edge away 
and evolve hie own position. 
Knight was particularly criti­ 
cal of 
Warren's 
proposal 
for 
compulsory pre-paid health in­ 
surance. He came out with his 
own plan for a voluntary system. 
“California cannot continue to 
exist half state socialism and half 
free enterprise,” he told a group 
of doctors in 1949. 
At another point, he let-go with 
a verbal blast at what he called 
the free-spending tendencies of 
the Warren 
administration 
— 
wiiose budgets have been running 
over a billion dollars a year. 


RECENTLY, THOUGH, he was 
quoted as saying he recognized 
the difficulty of trying to achieve 
economy while fixed charges — 
for school support ftnd social wel­ 
fare. primarily — are frozen into 
the constitution. 
In his Sept. 17 statement for­ 
mally declaring his candidacy for 
governor In 1954, he said it would 
be his aim to “conduct a busi­ 
ness-like administration with em­ 
phasis on reduced spending.” He 
added: 
“My years of 
experience 
in 
Sacramento convinces me that 
the cost of government can be 
cut without jeopardizing services 
essential to the people.” 


KNIGHT TAKES 
credit 
for 
setting up a model labor-man- 
agement plan when he was op­ 
erating the Elephant-Eagle mine 
in Kern county. On a broader 
scale, he has suggested state in­ 
tercession to prevent long strikes. 
“The public,” he observed, “ia 
usually the forgotten third par­ 
ty in every major labor-manage- 
ment quarrel.” 
Speaking before the Republi­ 
can state central committee in 
1951, he referred to the Korean 
war as “the most tragic thing in 
American history.” On domestic 
issues: 
“We reject in all Its phases the 
rigor mortis of reaction,” he said, 
“but we denounce all policies of 
socialism or statism ” 


KNIGHT EXCHANGED bitter 
words with former Secretary of 
State Dean Acheson last year. 
The Republican lieutenant gov­ 
ernor declared In a speech that 
“no man in modem history has 
been so distrusted and despised.”

Cabinet's Function Not 
To Debate Policies 


IN WHITE HOUSE

“Yes,” said the president in a 
solemn voice. “We arranged it 
that way.”

THE PRESIDENTIAL entour­ 
age Is waiting with interest to 
see how Gov. Allan Shivers of 
Texas upholds the honor of the 
cattle industry of his state when 
the president visits the Shivers 
Ranch near McAllen on Oct. 17 
and Oct. 18. 
When the 
Eisenhower party 
was in Denver this summer, Gov. 
Dan Thornton of Colorado pro­ 
duced steaks four inches thick. 
To uphold the honor of Texas, 
Shivers will have to go to at 
least tlx inch era. 


The president must have been 
thinking of the hard months im­ 
mediately ahead of him when 
he said in his Boston speech that 
“we face and make decisions” in 
the belief that “we—this Ameri­ 
can society . . . are not some 
perilously balanced equation of 
political convenience in which 
labor plus farm plus capital plus 
management equals America.” 
There, surely, he was speaking 
• from the heart, protesting against 
the 
“calculating 
self-interested 
. . . conflicting classes and sec­ 
tions” that press upon him every 
day. 


AMERICA SHOULD not be, he 
was saying, the perilously bal­ 
anced equations that come up to 
him for his approval as Admin­ 
istration policy: the equation be­ 
tween a balanced budget with 
lower taxes on the one hand, and 
on the other hand more military 
security; the equation in military 
security between the air force 
and the older services; between 
deterrent and passive defense; 
the equation between Durkin and 
Weeks, between Benson and the 
farm bloc, between McKay and 
the rural consumers of electric 
power, between the creditor and 
exporting interests and the pro­ 
tected industries, etc., etc. 


IT IS UNDOUBTEDLY 
true 
that most “problems” come up to 
the president for his decision in 
the form of an "equation” which 
is meant to balance conflicting 
interests. The 
president, 
quite 
rightly, feeLs that this is not the 
way great affairs of state should 
be carried on. 
But I am afraid that all ex­ 
perience is against him if he 
supposes that he can by preach­ 
ing and persuasion 
make 
the 
many interests, groups, sections 
less “calculating,” less “self-in­ 
terested,” or less “conflicting.” 


IN 
FACT 
THE 
president’s 
troubles can only increase as long 
as the impression exists that the 
eventual policy decided upon will 
register the wishes of those who 
exert the greatest pressure. This 
impression does prevail because 
of Eisenhower’s own personal 
theory that virtually all great 
problems can be settled by bring­ 
ing the conflicting interests to­ 
gether and telling them to work 
out an agreement. 
This theory — that the policy 
will be whatever comes out of 
the conference of conflicting in­ 
terests — usually means either 
no agreement at all, or an agree­ 
ment to divide the pie in equal 
slices. Often at least one in- 


NOAH SAYS: 
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terest would rather do nothing 
at all than th at which the others 
would accept; in other cases, no­ 
toriously for example in the mili­ 
tary budget, the result has been 
a policy of equal shares for each 
service. 


THE FALLACY is in the notion 
that the president is a kind of 
presiding officer — rather like 
the vice president when he is in 
the Senate — who keeps order 
while his cabinet officers and the 
agents of interests debate, de­ 
liberate and decide; he inter­ 
venes only to break a tie. 
In fact, however, the president 
is the chief magistrate who must 
render judgment on the conten­ 
tious issues before him and must 
see to it that the judgment is 
carried out. 
This is the way in which cal­ 
culating. self-interested, conflict­ 
ing interests are subordinated to 
the “peace and well being of our 
w hole people.” It is done by gov­ 
erning them. 


TO GOVERN*THEM is to es­ 
tablish the 
certain 
knowledge 
that while the conferences and 
the commissions of the conflict­ 
ing interests will be heard care­ 
fully and honestly, the national 
policy will not be the equation 
that they might agree upon. It 
will be the judgment of the pres­ 
ident after he has heard all the 
arguments and has consulted his 
advisers and his party leaders. 
As long as the conflicting in­ 
terests involved in the issue are 
encouraged to think that they 
will decide it, that they are not 
merely claimants but are going 
to be the makers of the policy, 
just so long will they be incited 
to exert more and more pressure 
and to become more and more 
demanding. 


' IS THIS NOT the lesson of the 
unhappy Durkin affair? During 
the campaign Eisenhower made 
a promise to amend the Taft- 
Hartley Act in 
some way — 
which was not specified and al­ 
most certainly was not known at 
the time. 
, 
Then, on the theory that ev­ 
erything can be settled by bring­ 
ing the parties to a dispute to­ 
gether, he made Durkin, an or­ 
thodox trade unionist, Secretary 
of Labor, and he made Weeks, an 
orthodox McKinley 
Republican, 
Secretary of Commerce. 
These two incompatibles were 
then, by co-existing in the same 
Cabinet and by the magic of per­ 
suasion, supposed to become com­ 
patible on a policy which would 
be agreeable both to the Ameri­ 
can Federation of Labor and to 
the National Association of Man­ 
ufacturers. 


THIS LEFT THE president, 
who had the final responsibility, 
without anyone to help him form 
the Administration’s labor poli­ 
cy. 
The two men who should have 
been his ministers — that is to 
say his advisers and lieutenants 
in forming and carrying out the 
Administration’s policy — were 
in fact mere advocates in the dis­ 
pute. When they disagreed irre­ 
concilably, the White House lost 
control of the matter. 
The first overt breakdown of 
the president’s theory is not in . 
itself a national disaster, and it 
may even be a salutary warning 
in time that his theory of how 
to deal with hotly disputed issues 
1« not workable.

production casts and the battle 
to capture or hold sales has some 
industries pretty well muddled 
today. 
Some companies are 
cutting 
prices while their rivals are rais­ 
ing them. Others can’t make up 
their minds what to do, as they 
jockey for position now that the 
trend to readjustment is picking 
up speed. 
Some steel users are getting a 
break. Competition leads some 
big companies to agree to pick 
up the freight tab from their 
mills to distant points, rather 
than lose an out-of-the-way cus­ 
tomer. 
Other steel companies say com­ 
petition isn’t anywhere near that 
keen and that they aren’t going 
along with freight absorption. 
Some cement companies re­ 
cently have started paying tha 
freight to certain distant areas 
where local competition Is keen­ 
est. 
Tire buyers aren’t so lucky. 
Some 
companies 
are 
hiking 
prices. They blame higher prices 
of materials and 
labor. 
Other 
companies aren’t sure what to 
do. Tire inventories are high. 
Car users in a few scattered 
places are getting a break as 
gasoline price wars flare in an 
attempt to move distress gas. 
These stores piled up in late 
summer when the refineries mis­ 
judged and turned out too much. 
Now crude oil production is be­ 
ing slashed in several states. Re­ 
fineries are cutting down output.

WASHINGTON (JPi — Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower and his advis­ 
ers are engaged in one of tha 
greatest 
guessing 
games 
in 
American history — a game of 
trying to figure out the inten­ 
tions of Russia. 
In its simplest terms, the prob­ 
lem is to try to determine from 
all the evidence available wheth­ 
er Russia 
is 
working 
toward 
peace or secretly plotting war 
against the United 
State* 
at 
some future date. 
This estimate must be ‘made, 
because there no longer is any 
doubt the Reds have the Secrets 
of the atomic bomb and the hy­ 
drogen bomb ----- forces of des­ 
truction which they 
lacked 
in 
the past. 


THE HISTORIC 
Communist 
goal is world 
revolution 
and 
world domination. Whether the 
Reds are planning to use war as 
a means of achieving their goal 
is something the president and 
his advisers must decide. 
Eisenhower told a new?s con­ 
ference last week that Russia’s 
progress on the hydrogen bomb 
makes it more important than 
ever to determine Soviet inten­ 
tions toward the West. He said 
he and his advisers were trying 
to decide the proper approach 
to the whole international situa­ 
tion in the 
light 
of 
Russia's 
knowledge of the H-bomb. 
As a former military man» Ei- 
aenhower is aware of the im­ 
portance of two main facets of 
intelligence: 
(A> the 
enemy's 
capability, and <B> the enemy’* 
intentions. If 
serious 
mistakes 
are made in assessing either, dis­ 
aster could follow. 


RUSSIAN capabilities are fair­ 
ly well known. The Russians hava 
the largest army in the world, 
an army well equipped with mod­ 
ern weapons. They have an air 
force capable of delivering their 
bombs against distant targets. 
They have the scientific and in­ 
dustrial know-how for war. The 
unknown factor is what Russia 
intends to do. 
The war in Korea showed whal 
can happen when Washington 
makes a serious mistake about 
the enemy’s capabilities and in­ 
tentions. The United State» was 
wrong on both counts in sizing 
up the Chinese Reds early in the 
war. 
First, a mistake was made in 
the estimate that 
Red 
China 
would not enter the war. Then 
this error was compounded by 
underestimating its capabilities. 


IN THE EARLY days of the 
war, the Tokyo Command esti­ 
mated the Chinese Communist« 
had the ability to supply no more 
than £0,000 to 60,000 troops south 
of the Yalu River. This was tha 
estimate given by Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur to former President 
Truman at their Wake Island 
conference in October 1950. 
Actually, the Red Chinese beat 
the United Nations forces into re­ 
treat with 
more 
than 
300,000 
troops and then increased This 
force to about a million. 
Secretary of 
Defense 
Wilson 
says he doubts the Russians will 
start a war right now, but at the 
same time he has avoided making 
any 
predictions 
about 
d e e p 
slashes in military spending. 
Thus it is that American lead­ 
ers watch eagerly for any con­ 
crete evidence that Russia wants 
peace. But they want these in­ 
tentions expressed in action — 
and not merely words which have 
no real substance. 
Until Russia makes know* her 
intentions, the deadly guessing 
game must continue.

Advent of the hydrogen bomb 
era means Marin can no longer 
be an evacuation area; it will be 
a disaster area which must seek 
evacuation elsewhere. 
Mrs. Carmel Booth, civil ^defense 
director of San Anselmo, gave tWs 
report to the civil defense class on 
evacuation and welfare services 
held in San Rafael. 
She suggested that Marin resi­ 
dents should go north to Napa, So­ 
noma and other counties to see if 
they can provide evacuation areas. 
Pointing out that the hydrogen 
bomb can destroy up to 20 miles 
from the point of air blast, she 
said that if San Francisco were 
hit, Southern Marin would be 
blasted. Another H-blast at Ham­ 
ilton Field would put most of Ma­ 
rin squarely in the center with no 
place to go. 
Citizens want civil defense, but 
there is something wrong with the 
civil defense setup from the na­ 
tional level on down, Mrs. Booth 
declared. Marin’s training class, 
which started w i t h 15 students 
three weeks ago, is now swelled to 
32. The interest is there, but the 
old methods of meeting atomic at­ 
tacks must be altered to fit the H- 
bomb, she declared. 
Instructions from the state civil 
defense constantly changes, a n d 
the cities have no consistent pro­ 
gram to follow, she pointed out. 
Other speakers at the civil de­ 
fense training class this week 
were Mrs. Marian Rattray of the 
Red Cross, Miss Betty Presley of 
’ the welfare department, and Mrs. 
Dorothy Eddy of San Anselmo. 
Mrs. Eddy and Mrs. Louise Bettega 
of San Anselmo are conducting the 
weekly training class.
